DARIAN. 


ARITIN is a Province lying in the 1i7hxs that ſepa- 
rats the Noy:b-Sex from the Soxth-Sec in the Latitude 
of 8 Degreesand 25 Minuts. North-Latitude, The Entry 
of the River lyeth near 3o Miles from Derian-City,which 
is the Metropolitan of it's Province. The Word Dariax 


Ggnifies in the 1»diax Speech, a Shady, City or Town. - 


And it was never Conquered by any in Man's Memory ; 
It's called a ſhadowed Town, becauſe it's Situated betwixt 
two great Ranges of high Hills, lying on the Eaſt and Weſt, 
and running North and South, with a River called by it's 
own Name, Darien River. And it lying fo nearthe Line, 
they are not privikdged with the Sun-ſhine, but at 12 a 
Clock of rhe Day, - which is near right over their Heads at 
that time : And then the Refletts of the Sun from off the 
River and Hill-fides, cauſes ſuch an extream Heat : But 
ſuſfer2ble. 

| The Bay of Darian begins from Cap de Sambles on the 
Weſt, and ends at Cap de Cenu on the Eaft-; this is

All this whole Province of Dariar, is of a good Strong 
and fertile Soile and very wholome, {ſtrong bodied People 
poſſeſſe it, which they themlelves rhink,chat it's the whol- 
ſomneſs of the Air and Climte, [that makes them ſuch well 
bodied Men and Women. ' There is good ſtore, of good 
Water Springs which flow down trom off theſe hi h Rane 
ges of Mountains in the time of their Rainy Moneths, viz. 
frotn the middle of November, to the middleor end of Faru- 
ary : And then all therelt of the yearis fair pleaſant and 
Serene Weather as cat be, but Hot with all, which occaſi» 
ons their ground generally.to be fo Fertile ; but eſpecially 
all about the Lake or Legoyn of Urabe, For in the time oe 
thelg 
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theſe Rains all their vole 2.8 Salinas, id eff Meadows are + 


ſo over flown with Dirt andRubbiſh, which isvwaſhed down 
from the high Mountains, that when it comes to ſetrle u- 
pon the low Grounds, it's like to Nilus in amanner : For 
what they have toSow or Plant, they do it while the Mud 
is yet Soft, and in28 days time, I have ſeen Mellons,Cu- 
cumbers and Goutds and many ſuch like Roots come to Ma- 
rurity inthe ſ2id' time,which T ever imputed to theſe Rams 
and the Reflex of the Sun off of the Water and Hill-fides 
down upon the Valfies or Meadow Gtotindy.

Here growerth that famous Tree called the 
Cocur-nute-tree, which affords all aronetime, Food, Ryy- 
ment, & alt other neceſſaries fitting far HotſhoſdUſt:Here 
groweth alſothe much talked ot Cabadge-Tree, which I 
have meaſured when blown down with tte Wimd; above 
100 Foot betwixt the Root above Ground, and the bot- 
tom of the Cabadge that grows upon the top of it. Here 
grows alſo thatmuch eſteemed Nur called Coco-Nut of which 
the Chacolat is made 53 And herealfo 'groweth that Rair 
and moſt Fragrant and Odoriferous Apple, called Pinn- 
Apple, which Iam ſore many of your fine Ladies would 
give their Silk Gown for one of themto play with awhile. 


"In ſhort, I have not now Time nor Bounds, to ſet down 


all the moſt excellent Species of Fruits, ſuch as Mami and 
Mammi Suyortar, and Guovas, &c. and Roots and other 
Herbs, which are all very Medicinal as wellas wholfome 
for Food to Man and Beaſt. There 
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There is ikewayes found in theſe Rivers, viz. Darien 
&SanfZe: MarieRivers great plenty of Gold-duft, which the

tome of them, in the time of theſe great Raits. The

As alſo, all ſorts of Barbekewd meats both 
of Fiſh, Fleſh and Fowl, that is to ſay, all forts Roſted, 
Then for Fruits and Roots of various ſorts, they want not 
plenty of them, as I told you before, and' tor - Drinks 
called Mu//awhi it's made of Plantings or Bonano's, which 
are Roots not unlike our Carrot, only alike bigg at both 
ends, and a little crooked, theſe they boyle all to Maſh and 
Strain off the clear and drink it. They have allo Drink 
which is made of Maiz, Twrkie-wheat and. Caſadtr, other. 
wayes called Farina de Poo, whereof is made their Meal 
that they bake for Bread. Farina de Poo (ignifyes Flower 
or Wheat of Timber,ſuch as hath been Reported long agoe 
to be ſawings of Trees. I could fill a whole ſheet of Pa- 
per with the vertues and uſes of this Caſader, but however 
pleaſe to accept of what you have here for the time. 

Refore they go to ly down upou their W3ld-kain-tops, 
which is all the Bed that they uſe, they go and waſhin the 
River, whereon, or near to their Houſes are commonly 
built, and when they are well waſhed, then they return 
home and Iye down : Their HouſesI told you are made 
upon River-ſides for Cleanneſs and for Air, for they make 
them generally of an Hutt faſhion made of wild Kains ſet 


together into the Ground as cloſe as can be, and covered 


over with the Tops of theſe Wild-kains for- Cleanlineſs, 
for they will nor diſcharge Nature upon the Ground, ifthat 
they can help it, but run into a- River where- that it-may 
be carried away with the Current : But if that they be far 
from a River, then they dig a Hole with a Stick m the 
Ground, and ſo cover it up afterwards 3 They are cleaner 
about the Doors than many of the Doors at the Croſs of 
Edinburgh, unleſs that my Countrey-folks have mended 
their Manners. The Men generally labour bur little in 


the. 
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the Fields,but only the Women & old Folks ſo long as they 
are able to go alone, the Men are imployed in Hunting and 
Fiſhing and Fowling, and making Inſtruments for War, 
fuch as Bows and Arrows, and Lances and ſuch like. 

When their Wives bring furth theirChildren, their Huſ- 
bands take them from the Womb, and with his Teeth 
byts their Navel-ſtrings off, and then flatts the Noſe of the 
Child, cither.by an Squize upon it, or .by tying an flat 
piece of Board or Bone upon it, for they covet muchto 
be plain-faced-Gentlemen,$ then bores a Hole through the 
under Lip of it,that through time I have thought that they 
have had rwo Months, through which I have heard them 
make an ſtrange ſort of an Voice, but the proper uſe is to 
hang Gold or precious Stones in itz As alſo they hang a 
piece of Gold through the Partition of their Noſe down o- 
ver the Mouth and Chin, ſohath the Woman a great thick 
Ring of Gold through the ſame place of their Noſes alſo, o 
that when they go to War, they attyre all themſelves with 
the richeſt Things that they have, -and when -that they 
Drivk they are forced to hold it up with one Finger while 
the other Hand is art their Mouth ; They hang alſopieces 
of Gold at their Hair, and the Men cover their Privies with 
an hollow piece of Gold which is tyed about their Body 
witha ſmall Weeth of a Tree, then they Paint their Legs 
with a certain Juice of an Herb that they call Pizdo, and 
a$I take the word to be, it ſhould ſignifie Pazrr, for there- 
with they do paint their Legs all over; that in a {mall time 
they cannot hardly waſhit off ; ſo that I have thought that 
they had a pair of cliver ſtrait Black boots on their 
Leggs at adiſtance, then they oyl all their Bodies, and 
marches _up Man and Woman, Bag and Baggage, 
to the Place where their King hath appointed an

54 that isan American 
Tree, Pi:4do, that isan Herb they paint withall, as ye heard 
before. The Mother gets a drink of My//awhi or two,and 
Crambs the Pzckaninis Mouth, that is to ſay the little ones 
Mouth, with ſome boyled Root or other, and then gives 


it Suck for to waſh it down with all and takes a (mallWeeth' 


or Bark of a Tree, tying the Child to her back, 8 cafts o+ 


ver her Shoulder, which Pape or Breaſt ſhe places that 


whereat the Infant may Suck at 1tspleaſure; and ſo ſhe goes 


about any Buſfſinefs that ſhe has to do either about their. 


Houſe or in the Fields, They are truly brave Nurſes, for 


tho' that there Children are never Swadled, yet there isnone 


amongſtthem either young or old. thatever I ſaw Crooked 
or Deformed, which I impute to the ſtrength of the Mothers 
Milk, I have had Children of my own Nurſed by rheſe 1r- 
dians, and they take it asa great favour done to them, to 
let them give Suck to our Children, which they have done 
many' times when that I lived in America. © As their Chil- 
dren grows up they teach them how to make Bows arid Ar- 
rows, Lances and ſuch like Tools for to fight their Enemies 
withall, as you have heard already the way how that they 
fight, and how that the uſe their Priſoners. | 

They Hunt with ſeyeral forts of Arrows according as 
they deſign their Sport, ſome ſmall and ſharp pointed v- 

a 
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them poor Heathens : It looks ſomething like to the bitter, 
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a Fiſh Tooth, others bigger and blunt at the end like to a 
Rammer, and that is to'Stun or Stupife certain Creatures 
that that they keep about their Houſe, after that they re- 
cover Breath again. I have ſeen! them ſhoot an Arrow 50 
paces even'out from them, #nd make it ſtick in a Beaſts 
Head or Mans Head ifin tinie of War. They go a Fiſh- 
ing in {mall Dores or Cammonror Barkloggs, or ſometimes 
upon Blown & drefſed Selh's skinstyed together, with which 
they go oft to Sea; andſhoots with their Arrows ſome 
ſorts'of Fiſh, and others they-ſtrick with their Harpoon Irons 
and fo when they are Loxden, 'they come home and 'de- 
livers their Fiſhes to the Women, who drefles them accor- 
ding as they- have occaſion;- and that is various ways- for 
their own uſe, and alſo tokeep: to complement: Strangers 
with a4 when that they come amongſt them; as 1. may: ſelf 
have been, eſpecially near to the City :Darian, where we 
had ſeveral Diſhes of the aforementioned Tyrtoiſſes and 
Manaty with ſeveral other rare Fiſhes and Fowls, which 
are very plenty near to the Lake or Loch or Le-goun of 'U- 
raba. | 

I have ſpoken with old men that have 'deſcnibed to-me 
a great Fowl in ſhape like the Griffer, but they are: all ba- 
niſht of late years; - Asallo are all the Lyons, Tygers, Le- 
opards and Bears that uſed to haunt the-Mountains, and in

Siſter to wait upon you while that you ſtay in Countrey, 
which if you except of them, it is taken by them as an ex« 
traordinary piece of Favour conferred upon the Family in” 
accepting of their Relation z ye may uſe her if that you 
pleaſe, whichitf that you do, I am ſureit muſt either be for 
rarities Cauſe, orelſe extream Neceſlity. 
But be ſure that you take hernot with you when that you 
return either to your Store-houſe, or yet a Shipboard, by 
conveying her ſecretly away as ſome hath done, to the 
reat Damage of theſe that may perhaps come into the ſame 
lace for Trade, as I knew it once fall out not many years 
agoz But thatif ye leave her with them, asalſo a few Beeds 
or {uch like Toyes, then beſure that they ſhall convoy you 
down in State, with Muſick before you, and ſome of the 
beſt of the Place will go at your ide, and others holding an 


thers carrying Palm-wine and Tobacco; for fire they can

At your departure from them,ye muſt ſhake hands and (cart 
- their Back as I told you before z and then they will cry out 
' Lata faca Balla Comerada, that is, many beld' and hearty 
ſucceſs to you my Friend ;, ſo away they march home and 

ſhow all their Wealth they have gotten from you. It ye 
. © have given them any ſmall Looking-Glaſles, that is two or 


into, and (ometimes, looking upon the back ſide of the 


Glaſs, to ſee if the Party be there that they (aw in the fore- 
fide of the Glaſs. 

Now for their Religion, you muſt knoy that all the 
Heathens in theſe Parts, have ſome ſort of a god or other 
that they worſhip ; either for fear of Loye, 2z. There is 
a Pulm-tree which affords them Wine every day : and there 
1s a Root that they call Api they worſhip, becaule itsgood 
for to make Bread of. There isthe Sun and Moon, be- 
cauſe they receive Light from them. Next, there is the 
Devil they rs 4 various Shapes, as they have told 
me; they {ce their /alaſe, that is, their great Prophet ſome- 
time in a Mans Shape, ſometimes in a Beaſts, and other 
times in a Birds Shape, There is a Fiſh that they call Cay- 
man, that is a Crocadoil or Allagator ; and there are Swail: 
and Serpents of all forts that they worſhip alſo. I could in- 
fiſt to 10 Sheets of Paper upon their way of Worſhip,and 
how often in theyear, and alſo what Harmcomes to them 
that by Chance kill either of thete gods: but wanting time, 
I ſhall torbear till che next Occaſion. 

There is one thing I cannot omit, That I have ſeen ſome 
ſorts of them that can neither comprehend an Oath, nor 
yet a Lye; though I have demon(trat both to them, they 
would tell that it is impoſſible that any thing that looks 
like a Man, can be guilty of either. - 

Their way of Swearing, 1s either by their Fathers or Mo- 
thers back-fide; or if it bea great and deep Oath,then they 
ſwear by their Grandfathers; and if no body will believe 
the Truth that they are ſaying, then they ſwear by their 
great Grandfathers and Mothers back-fide. But as for 
Lyeing, I never could get them to comprehend it. This 
way of Swearing they tell me hath been ever with them: I 
think it looks ſomething like 4brahams making of his Ser- 
vant put his Hand under his Thigh when he was going a 
Wooing of a Wite for his Son. Yet this ſort of them, are 
they that worſhip tle Devi). 

They have no way of Learning amongſt any ef them : 
their way of numbering any thing, is by. ſmall —_—_— 
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pickles of great Corn z and they keep thoſe that chey have 
compted by them, cill Occaſion calls for them. | 

"Their Ages they keep, or compt by io many Moons; 
they have no Names for the Months. I have reckoned up 
to many Moons, as that hath come to 105, and 110; yea, 
ſome 120 years old, and brisk old Men, notwithſtanding 
which, Iimpute to the wholeſomenels of the Countrey of 
Darias. 

There is others of them that believes the ReſurreCion of 
the Body ; becauſe I have ſeen of their Graves that have been 
accidentally opened ; and theſe of their Friends have gone 


and taken all their Bones and carried them Home, and put 
:themin a place-where that they would'ly ſafe :; Lhave auk- 


ed them the.Reaſon of 1t;zthey would tell me that he would 
have occaſion for them, when he ſhould riſe to go behind 
the great High-hill whereall the brave and ſtrong Men goe ; 
and-theie that arc,not brave and {trong men, when they 


Riſe, , they go to.adark Cave, and there neither hear, nor 


ſee the brave Staging and Dancing, that they that go be- 
hind the high Hill ſee, hear and a& alſo : but ſhall ſtay 
1a that plage till one Agga ſhall come and beat his Bones to 


Pleces. Agga, that 18, - 4 exit or bad man. 


Their Phyſicians they call. Paggies, plays the Rogue much 
with them; for they know certain Herbs and Gumms.,that 
when they pleaie to te!l them that they-are ſick in ſuch a 
part of their Body, that they apply a Bliſtering Plaſter to 
it, which immediatly bliſter their Fleſh, and as foon they 
will beal it, by applying of acertain Gumm,of which there 
is great Store of all ſorts, both of Herbs, Oyls and Gumms 
in this Province of Darian ; Thave ſeen the Effects of ſe- 
verals of them tryed to admiration. . 

Their Diſeaſes are generally Caleutyres, Fluxes and Teas, 
or that we call the Clap, at which they are very dextrous, 
in curing in 24 Hours time, by a certain Root they give 
inwardly for that Effect. 

When they are lying on.Death-bed,their Friends Dance 
Sing and Roar all the time Night and Day, and the {ſick
